This is the week 
for alien enemy 
registration

United 
States, but up to date only two h e r­ 
man citizens 
have presented 
them­ 
selves at the office of Postmaster Dun­ 
can who has 
the work in charge in 
Gettysburg. 
The other postmasters 
throughout the county generally re­ 
port 
no Germans residing in 
their 
territory and it is probable that the 
entire list will not be mole than five 
or six. 
One of the two who registered in 
Gettysburg has 
for some time been 
making an effort 
to get his citizen­ 
ship papers 
here and it is 
expected 
that he will succeed before very long 
in doing so. 
The registration does not in any way 
affect the status 
or activities of th*- 
registrants anywhere in the country 
as long as they go aliout their occu­ 
pations in the usual way and do not 
do anything 
that would place 
sus­ 
picion upon them. 
The United States 
Government gave instructions that ail 
who presented themselves should 
lie 
treated courteously and 
given every 
assistance in filling out their blanks. 
Unfortunately 
these blanks 
have 
not yet been received 
at the Gettys­ 
burg office, 
though several 
requests 
were 
sent for them, 
and the 
only 
thing that could be done was to take 
down what data was asked for and to 
leave the remainder of the work to be 
done after the blanks 
and other ma­ 
terials are received. 
In addition to presenting four sign­ 
ed photographs every registrant has 
to give his name, address, age, place 
of birth, occupations 
and residences 
since January I. 1914, date of arrival 
in the United States, whether mar­ 
ried 
or single, 
names and agt*" 
of 
children, whether any male relatives 
in arms against the United States, or 
if they 
have done so at any 
time, 
whether registered fur the draft, mili­ 
tary training, naturalization conditions 
and other similar information. 
Registration officials not equipped 
with finger-print apparatus have been 
advised to borrow a small quantity of 
printers ink and a roller and to make 
impressions ujmn the ink spread on a 
pane of glass.

In the prosperous nineteenth century 
days of sailing ships Bath was the 
country’* leading shipbuilding port. It 
declined steadily after the introduc­ 
tion of steel as a building material. 
Now Bath, building both steel and 
wood vessels. Is so prosperous that the 
housing of the workmen taking Jobs 
there is a pressing problem. The same 
is true of several other North Atlantic 
ports, while lh other sections ports 
are springing up where none existed 
before,

Ile will have perhaps $100 or $.700 less than he should have If he 


advertised enough. 


Another example several years ago, of the other extreme, was one 


ol the countrys acknowledged “hest and biggest farms.** 
They insisted
